A stiffen- 
ing in congressional opposition to sec- 
ond administrations i.s almost axio- 
matic in American politics due large- 
ly to gains by the rival major party in 
the national legislature, particularly 
in the last two years of such admin- 
istrations.

Yet. marvelous as is 
the, human eye, the eyes of many an- 
other species surpass it in certain qual-

Many insects have eyes with far 
' more facts, so that they may see all 


around them. One form of lobster has 
an. eye mounted on a movable steta 
Which may be pointed La any direction. 
KSome reptiles have eyes which can 


vloeik at two different objects at the 
b; Same. time. Other animals have eyes 


^protected by a bony casing from haz- 


f, 1[ ards to which these animals may be 


I? "> The eye in man is small in relation- 


tojhe total size of his body. If 
eyes were comparatively of the 


size as those of certain birds, an 


^ .averaged-sized man would have an eye 
'wieghing five pounds. Despite its size, 
however, the human eye is so import- 
ant to the proper functioning of the 
body as a whole that it is worth while 
' to do everything possible to insure ade- 
J.quate vision fa* every child and to 


protect the function of the eye by ev- 
ery possible procedure. 


A new-born baby is far-sighted and. 


for that reason, pays little attention to 
objects well until he is at least six 
two months, he is able to use his eye 
muscles to focus his eyes on things he 
wishes to see, but he does not see small 
objects wellu ntil he is at least six 
months old. 


Because a baby's eye is so delicate, 


it should be protected against the sun, 
other strong light injuries from various 
objects, and irritants of various kinds. 
A baby does not have the ability to de- 
velop tears until he is several weeks 
old. Tears are then a means of cleans- 
ing the eye and washing out foreign 
and irritating substances. 


As we grow older, our eyes change— 


the most significant changes being 
those, in the lens, resulting in cataract. 
Ths muscles which help change the 
shape of the lens to adjust vision to 
various distances do not respond as 
well ss formerly. Therefore, as they 
grow older, people may require glasses 
when previously they had "been able 
to do without them. 


Moreover, all tissues concerned with 


nutrition of the eye, especially the 
alopd vessels, also will change with in- 
creasing age and the eye becomes func- 
iorially a less competent organ.

The word "great" is cheap, in book 


reviews. Any book that jars a jaded 
reviewer out of his accustomed bore- 
dom is more than likely to get it; if it 
impresses the poor hack as the sort of 
book he himself might have written, 
given time and ambition, he is apt to 
call it "superlatively great." 


That being .said, I must go on to add 


that I suspect "Caleb Catlum's Amer- 
ica," 
by Vincent McIIugh (Stackpole 


Sons: $2.50), of being a great book. 


It has that peculiar blend of broad 


humor and sensitive poetry that go to 
make greatness. U i.s as American as 
corn en the cob.- It is an extravaganza 
that never gets flat or forced. It is 
both rowdy and subtle. In short, it is 
a sewll book. 


Caleb Catlum is a hero in the tradi- 


tion of Paul Bunyan and John Henry 
—both of whom stalk through this 
book. He was born in 1798 and he is 
deathless, because the Catlums de- 
scended from Eric the Red and Ponce 
de Leon, who drank from the fountain 
of eternal youth. 


Caleb went west with Lewis and 


Clark. He teamed up with Mike Fink 
in the heyday of the Mississippi flat- 
boat men. He rode the plains with 
Buffalo Bill, shot at a mark with 
Daniel Boone, talked with Mr. Jeffer- 
son in the White House, rode circuit 
with Abe Lincoln and piloted steam- 
boats with Mark Twain. 


He was a monumental braggart, a 


liar who could make his lies come true, 
a fighter and a drinker and a wencher 
and an everlastingly restless searcher.
